The Regional Board will consider whether to adopt an Order
accepting Swift Transportation Company Inc.’s payment of
the proposed liability and waiver of hearing.

On July 17, 2006 a notice was published in the San Diego
Union and on the Regional Board website soliciting public

input on Swift Transportation Company Inc.’s waiver of the
public hearing and payment of the proposed liability. The

public comment period ends on August 16, 2006.

The State Water Resource Control Board’s statewide
general Industrial Storm Water permit requires the submittal
of an annual report to document an industrial facility’s status
of compliance and results of water quality monitoring. The
annual reports are due by July 1 of each year. Swift
Transportation Company Inc. failed to submit the Fiscal Year
2003-04 annual report. On September 8, 2004 the Regional
Board issued a Notice of Violation notifying the discharger
that the report had not been received and that the violation
could subject them to administrative civil liability. Swift
Transportation Company Inc. did not respond to the Notice
of Violation, and the report has yet to be submitted. Swift
also failed to submit the annual report due for the next year,
Fiscal Year 2004-05. The Regional Board issued additional

Notices of Violation on August 5, 2005 and September 19,
2005. The discharger did not contact the Regional Board
regarding the Notices of Violation, and the long overdue
reports have not been received.

On June 6, 2006 the Executive Officer issued Complaint No.
R9-2006-0080 recommending civil liability totaling $6,000 for
failure to submit the two reports. On June 19, 2006, Swift
Transportation Company, Inc. paid the $6,000 administrative
civil liability and waived its right to a public hearing.

If the Regional Board does not adopt the tentative Order
accepting the waiver and payment, a hearing will be
rescheduled for a future Regional Board meeting.

No comments concerning this matter have been received to
date.
